NARRATIVE: The Harley Davidson was southbound on University Drive. The 1998 Taurus 
was eastbound, turning left onto northbound University Drive. The Harley Davidson struck the 
front, driver side of the Taurus. The occupants of the Taurus were uninjured. The driver and 
passenger of the Harley Davidson were taken to Sanford Medical Center in Fargo where they 
are in stable condition. The crash is still under investigation.
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Utecht passed away from her injuries suffered on 10/04/2021. The crash remains under 
investigation with charges under consideration.
